Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-44 are pending. Claims 1, 5-6, 8-11, 15, 19, 23-24, 31-32, 36-37 and 
39 have been amended. All the pending claims are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of May (U. S. Patent 6,317,727) teaches a credit monitoring 
system forms a complex check to determine if two particular counterparties will accept 
each other for a particular trade based upon their respective predefined credit 
preferences. 

In regarding to independent claims 1, 9, 15, 23 and 31-32, May taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
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monitoring the established line of credit based on the credit ratings of the first bank; 
calculating an eligibility factor for the borrower based on information stored in database, 
the eligibility factor indicating at least one of a likelihood that the first bank who 
established the line of credit for the borrower would increase the established line of 
credit with the borrower and a likelihood that a second bank would establish a new line 
of credit with the borrower; and posting journal entries including borrowings against the 
established line of credit, repayments toward the established line of credit, and 
commitment fees paid for the established line of credit.
